nitude and efficiency in all direction 
of her war effort, which has not, p er­ 
hap s, l>een generally ap p reciated as 
vet at its full value. 
As a business man, I was naturally 
able to realize be-t their organization 
for the business side of the war. They 
lave drafted 
their

brains everywhere into the service^of 
the government.
